Reno's Hard Working and Efficient 


Fire Laddies Should Have a 
Head That Will Make Their 
Work Effective 


One of the principal topics of con- 


versation on the streets yesterday was 
the fire department's fiasco of the eve- 
ning previous and the manner in which 
The Journal treated the matter. 


A fire department is • an expensive 


necessity. One of the principal expen- 
ditures of the municipality is for the 
support oE the department. 
It is but 


reasonable that the taxpayers should 
expect in return protection for 
their 


homes and business places 
and re- 


duced insurance 
rates. 
These 
are 


possible only when a splendid equip- 
ment of machinery is well manned and 
there are plenty of hydrants that can 
be depended upon when the emergency 
arrives. 


Reno is now eng-agred in paying off 


a largre bond issue for the betterment 
of the fire department and has 
just 


contracted 
$30,000 more indebtedness 


for the same purpose. 
In addition the 


city council once a month allows 
a 


long string of fire department bills. 


"With such splendid and self-sacrific- 


ing support, the taxpayers of this city 
are entitled, it would seem, to receive 
the proper returns on the investment. 


One of the principal bills that 
are 


liquidated each month is the one for 
fire hydrants. 
The city should cer- 


tainly not pay for any service it is not 
receiving and if any of the hydrants 
are on mains too small to furnish'- a 
stream of water the council is wast- 
ing public money for paying rentals on 
those hydrants. 
It is furthermore do- 


ing worse than wasting this rental 
money if it permits any of the hydrants 
to remain, enticing the firemen to 
hitch to them, when the hydrants are 
not in condition to furnish water. The 
city pays rental for these hydrants and 
if they are out of order when an en- 
gine attaches 
to them, the 
conse- 


quent loss of property and sometimes 
•of life, is due to the criminal negli- 
gence of the city council, or rather of 
the person it employs to s«e that the 
hydrants are in working order 


The chief of the fire department is 


empowered and instructed to use the 
fire fighting mechanism and see that 
it is at all times in perfect repair. ( 


If he does not do so it is certainly 


the duty of the council to protect it- 
self against the clamors of an outraged 
people by hiring someone who is ca- 
pable to do and will do this work. 
' The Journal has ample evidence that 


Chief Leeper has failed in his duty in 
this respect. 
The hydrant to which 


engine No. S was attached night be- 
fore last had never been flushed since 
it was put in. 
' '* " *** 


Engineer Hawcroft has'a record of 


flushings and hydrant pressures at the 
engine house and an examination of 
the book by a. Journal representative 
yesterday failed to find any record' of 
inspection of this hydrant and the .boys 
in the engine house stated further that 
it never had been touched since it was 
put in. 


These fire hydrants 
are generally 


situated on what is called "dead ends." 
In other words there is no circulation 
of water, which means a steady accu- 
mulation of mud which in time entire- 
ly closes the inlet pipe. 
The hydrant 


ill question is situated at the end of 
400 feet of four-inch pipe leading from 
a six-inch main 
If the hydrant were 


flushed once a week 
the 
inlet 
pipe 


would be kept clean and the steamer 
could do excellent service when 
at- 


tached to it. 


The firemen who were interviewed 


by The Journal yesterday said that 
they make a point to flush the hy- 
drants about once a month during the 
summer, but do not touch them in the 
winter months, because of the ganger 
of the hydrants freezing if they were 
opened. 


If 
this is correct the city should 


abolish hydrants and purchase several 
gross of 
buckets 
and put cucumber 


pumps at frequent intervals. 


This is not the first, second, nor 


third time that the steamer has been 
attached to hydrants that failed to de- 
liver the goods. 
In each instance the 


steamer was moved to a convenient 
ditch after the loss of five or ten valu- 
able minutes and the only loss occa- 
sioned was a building or two valued at 
a couple of thousand dollars—and one 
innocent little life, that of the Nelson 
babe when the house on "West street 
burned down while the department was 
endeavoring to throw five hundred gal- 
lons a minute' from a ''fifty-gall on pipe. 


All these instances vividly bring be- 


fore the attention of the people of Reno 
* 
the necessity for 
a more 
complete 


knowledge by the fire department of 
the hydrants, mains, cisterns and dit- 
ches in the city and seeing that 
the 


hydrants are capable 'of giving service 
when required. 


The fault does not lie with the man 


who drives the engine, the ' one who 
handles the hose cart or the person 
who looks after the horses. The chief 
is culpably negligent if he does not 
have the city completely mapped and 
every detail drilled into the heads of 
his men. 
He is most culpable if he 


fails to have each and every hydiant 
and fire box tested on the ground and 
not by long distance every week or 
of tener. 


The taxpayers of Reno know that 


The Journal will be the recipient of 
left handed blessings for this stand, 
but they also know that their 
own 


opinions are thus publicly voiced. The 
fire department is not a plaything-. It 
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•is something that should be directed 


(by a fire fighter who understands his 
'job and carries out every detail with 
military exactness.

The total expenditure 
will be between fifteen and sixteen 
thousand dollars, leaving enough out 
of the recent bond issue to erect 
at 


least one more engine house.

One of the least advertised camps in

liams came to Reno with a buckskin 
sack filled with nuggets that he had 
washed out of the canyons twenty-five 
miles northeast of this city. Little at- 
tention was paid to the find and it was 
a year before quartz mining was deem- 
ed a paying proposition there. 


The first operations were placer and 


the little canyons running through the 
carnp were 
thoroughly ransacked for 


metal. 
Despite 
the water 
shortage 


many thousands of dollars were taken 
out each season by primitive processes. 


While the placer gold is not yet ex- 


hausted, nearly all attention is at pres- 
ent turned to quartz mining, because it 
proves to yield returns throughout the 
year and the values are permanent. 


"Work is now being actively carried 


on in, over thirty properties in the dis- 
trict. There are four quartz mills and 
they are busy every hour that water is 
available. 


Prior to the time that the Spring- 


field-Nevada company entered the dig- 
gings the water was wasted and es- 
caped on the bedrock into the flat be- 


low, 
but now there is a succession of 


restraining reservoirs that hold back 
every drop of moisture and even util- 
ize the water over again after it passes 
the plates. The water encountered in 
sinking on the various properties is 
also conserved. 


The Journal 'has had a representa-
